REMARKS 


It is suggested that the Beitner reference teaches an adjustment element. The adjustment 
element is apparently the element 86 or 84, according to the office action. The items 86 and 84 are 
threaded bolts that are used to secure the bracket to the thermal conducting member 1 6. See 
column 5, lines 65-67. This is shown in Figure 2. It is not seen how they can be adjusting 
elements since they do not permit any adjustment. 

As amended, the claim calls for the adjustment element to adjust the spring force supplied 
by the spring. This cannot be done by the bolts which merely bolt the member into predefined 
holes in the item 16, as shown in Figure 2. 

Support for the claim amendment may be found, for example, at page 4, lines 2 and 3. 

Therefore, reconsideration is respectfully requested. 
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
